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Q, Hether common Swearing im Dif- 
courfe be forbidden by the third 
: Commandment as well as Perjury ? 


A. The Affirmative may be 
clearly gather'd from the duc confideration of the 
Subfequent Particulars. 

1, When the Commandment fays, thou hale not 
take thename of the Lord thy Goa inVain,thote words, 
inVain, are as expretlive of Light, Frivolous, Im- 
pertinent, and Ordinary Swearing, as they are of 
Perjury. And intbis the Seventy, Aquila, and the 
Targum do all in their feveral Expotitions of this 
Paffage in the Decalogue unanimoufly agree. 

4 Since common Swearing is fo Novorious a 


Profanation of rhe Name of God, we cannog readiz 


ly imagin, that even Thefe no Provificn fhou’d b 
made againft it, where fo Awful and Auguft a 
Name is fo particularly infifted on. And yer, if 
the flagrant guilt of Cuftomary Swearing be nor 
Here Forbidden, it is no where Forbidden in the 
Mofaick Inftirution. 

3. We cannot think, that God wou'd inflict Pab- 
lick Punifhment on the ews for the Commifiion of 
a Sin,of which he had been Regardle(sinthe l aws, 
he gave them. But that he actually Chaftiz’d his 
Peculiar People for this current Violation of his 
Sacred and Tremendous Name, we !earn from the 
Authority of no lefs a Perfon than a Prophet. The 
Land Mou: neth becaufe of Swearing. 

4. The Heathen Moralifts by the common Noti- 
cesof Reafon, by the Guidance of no other Light 
than that of Nature, cou’d difcover the Enormicy 
of this Abominable, tho’ Common Sin. And can 
We then fuppofe, that fo important a Prohibition 
how'd be Neglected in that Excellent Occonomy, 
Which gave the I/raelites that mighty Preference, 
that grear Pre-eminence mention’d by the Pfalinift ; 
He bath not Dealt fo with any Nation, neither have 
the Heathen Knowledg of his Laws. 

5» Were Perjury only Exprefly Protibired in rhe 
Precepr, yet common Swearing woud be likewife 
tually and Confequentially Forbidden. And this 
wil] appear upon a twofold account. 
ts A Commandinent, thar Forbids any Particu- 
“at Sin, naturally includes all the Leffer Degrees of

the fame Species of Guilt. If therefore Perjury be 
fo Exceeding Sinful, becawfe fo great a Profanati- 
on of the Name of God, it follows, thar all man- 
ner of Profanation of his Name is Proportionably 
Sinful. For the Grearer Profanation is no more 
than the Multiplication of the Leffler, and yet the 
Multiplication of a Cypher produces nothing but a 
Cypher. 

2. Iv is allow'd that things otherwife Indifferent 
do then become Sinful, when they Neceffarily tend 
to the Commiffion of Sin. And thefore very Ex- 
cellent that Petition, Lead us mot into Temptation, 
But it is acknowledg’d by Héerocles, tho’ an Hea- 
then, that Cuftomary Swearing is the Parent of Per- 
jury. And He indeed mutt be fomething more 
than Man, who can allow himfelf ina Free Indul- 
gence tothe one, and yet be ab'e to Avoid the o- 
ther. As therefore Solomon affirms, that in the Mul- 
titude of Words there wanterh not Folly, {o we may 
equally affirm, that in the Multitude of Oaths there 
wanteth not Perjury. 

What our Saviour fays upon this occafion, is no 
Objection to the Premifes, fince there he propofes 
nothing more than to Reftrain the Abufes, and Re- 
form the Corruptions of the Jewith Rabbins. who 
made the Law of God of no Effe® by their Traditis 
Ons, 

Q. As an account has been already given of the Ser- 
vil War againft the Romans, fo what was the War 
call’d the Social War. 

A, The Italians being deny’d the Freedom of the 
City of Rome, and, after the Death of their great 
Patron Drufus, Defpairing to obrain it, tho’ it were

the Cappadocians were fo Vicious and Debauchi, 
{o notorioufly guilty of all kindsof Wickednef{s,that 
a Profligace Wretch was Proverbially call’d a Man 
of Cappadocia, or a Cappadoctan Monfler. The Fruic- 
fulne(s of the Country may be fuppos'd the reafon 
of fo general a Corruprion among it’s Infamous In- 
habuants. And the fame may be {aid of rhe Ci/ier- 
ans, who enjoy'd a Country equally Fruicfal with 
Cappadocia. The Cretans were noted for Envy, Ma- 
lice, Idlenels, and Lying. Whence that Character 
given them by Sc. Pau/ in Tet, 1, 12. out of the Cre- 
tan Poet Epimenides. 

Some apply the forefaid Proverb not to three 
Countries, but to three Cities, namely, Carthage, 
Corinth, and Capua, in that they gave fo much 
Lrouble 10 the Roman Strate. Bur whatever Trouble 
Rome might receive from Capua, that Trouble was 
infinitely overbailanc’d by the advantage receivd 
from her, when She Enervated Hannibal's Hardy 
Army, Debauch’d his Victcrious Soldiers, turn d 
the Scales of that Formidable War, and might pro- 
perly be {til'd Rome's Defender.

News, that the Poft of Conflans in Savoy had been 
forced, the Body commanded by the Marquis de Thoy 
defeared, and 2000 of the Enemy either kil}’d,wounded, 
or made Priioners : That on Sunday laft Count Chalem- 
berg Chamberlain to King Auguitus,weat thro’ that Ci- 
ty inhis way to the Confederate Army with the Confir- 
mation of the King of Sweden’s Army being defeated 
near Pultowa,with thefe further Particulars, that 8000 
Swedes were kill’d on the Spot, befidesthoie who were
